The  Essex  County  Football  Association  has 
come  a  long  way  since  formation  in 
Chelmsford  134-years  ago. 

Our  Governance  Team  deals  with  discipline, 
affiliations  and  the  various  County  Cup 
competitions  that  the  1,500-plus  affiliated  clubs 
are  able  to  enter.  Our  Referee  Development 
Officer  is  responsible  for  running  courses  aimed  at 
new  and  current  officials,  as  well  as  looking  after 
and  offering  guidance  to  around  1,600 
individuals. 

The  Development  Team  provides  coaching  and 
funding  throughout  the  area.  Included  within  this 
is  the  awarding  of  the  FA  Charter  Standard,  the 
development  of  women’s  and  girls’  football,  the 
promotion  of  minority  groups  within  the  game  and 
the  running  of  courses  to  aid  coaching 
standards. 

The  Association  was  founded  in  the  White  Hart 
Public  House,  a  stones  throw  from  the  current 
office  until  demolition  in  2010,  on  30  September 
1882  by  members  of  several  local  football  clubs. 

AC  Durrant  of  Chelmsford  FC,  in  the  chair, 
proposed  the  name  “The  Essex  County  Football 
Association,”  which  was  seconded  by  JL  Nickisson 
of  Brentwood  FC  and  carried  unanimously. 

Eleven  years  later  a  full  Executive  Committee 
was  finally  formed,  consisting  of  three  members 
from  North  Essex  and  three  from  South  Essex,  who 
v/ould  be  elected  annually  at  the  General  Meeting. 
Later,  the  number  was  increased  to  eight,  then  to 
twelve,  and  now  a  26-strong  Council  unite  as 


evidence  of  the  rapidly-expanding  game. 

By  the  time  the  Committee  started  to  enlarge, 
the  famous  Essex  Senior  Cup  competition  had  been 
inaugurated,  with  the  first  final  seeing  Colchester 
defeat  Braintree.  Today  we  operate  20  County  Cup 
competitions  with  the  latest  edition  of  the 
Women’s  Trophy  for  season  2011/2.  Additionally, 
the  invitational  Tolleshunt  D’Arcy  Memorial  Cup 
raises  funds  for  the  Essex  FA  Benevolent  Fund,  a 
charity  established  to  assist  players  hit  by  financial 
hardship  as  a  direct  result  of  lootballing  injury. 

Jas  T  Clark  served  the  Association  for  in  excess 
of  50  years,  prominently  as  Secretary,  and 
successfully  guided  the  Association  through  both 
World  Wars,  having  already  been  awarded  an  MBL 
by  the  time  he  celebrated  his  50th  year  of  service. 

Paid  staff  first  joined  the  Association  in  1976  and 
by  1980,  Terry  Alexander  was  engaged  as  an 
Administrative  Assistant  and  later  Executive 
Secretary  in  the  new  County  FA  Headquarters  in 
Duke  Street,  Chelmsford. 

31  Mildmay  Road  was  then  purchased  as  the  new 
County  Office  in  1984  where  we  remained  for  21 
years,  with  current  Chief  Executive,  Phil  Sammons, 
appointed  to  his  post  in  1997  when  a  new, 
computerised  system  was  also  installed.  To  mark 
the  turn  of  the  millennium,  the  ECFA  became  a 
limited  company,  before  switching  to  the  current 
headquarters  in  Springfield  Lyons 
Approach  during  the  summer  of  2005.

Semi-Final 

vs  Colchester  Town,  Won  3-0  aet 
The  semi-final  was  played  on  a  blustery  day  with  a 
severe  cross  wind  on  a  small  pitch  which  meant 
this  was  a  difficult  match  for  both  sides. 

Colchester  Town  successfully  closed  down  C  &  K 
with  a  spirited  performance  and  although  C  &  K 
had  numerous  chances,  they  were  unable  to 
convert  and  the  score  remained  0-0  at  half-time. 

Extra  time  saw  an  early  chance  converted  by 
Amy  Nash,  followed  by  further  goals  from  Zoe 
Rushen  and  Hannah  Porter  which  prevented  a 
potential  penalty  shoot-out. 


“Before  each  season,  we  identify  the  BBC 
Essex  Women’s  Cup  as  a  competition  we 
want  to  win,”  declares  C  &  K  Basildon 
manager  Steve  Tilson. 

Tilson,  a  former  Football  League  One 
championship  winner  as  boss  of  Southend  United, 
has  turned  his  expertise  to  the  female  game  and, 
having  guided  C  &  K  to  safety  in  the  Southern 
Division  of  The  FA  Women's  Premier  League  -  the 
leading  division  in  the  women’s  winter  game  -  he 
has  now  turned  his  focus  to  the  county  cup. 

“It  is  the  cup  competition  we  expect  to  do  well 
in,”  he  confirms.  “There  are  no  guarantees,  and 
because  we  are  doing  well,  we  are  there  to  be  shot 
down  by  other  clubs,  but  we  pinpoint  that  we  want 
to  win  it.  In  The  FA  Women’s  Cup  and  in  our  league 
cup,  we  know  it’s  unlikely  we’ll  progress  too  far, 
but  this  is  a  big  cup  and  we  want  to  win  it. 

“It’s  been  a  tough  season  this  year.  We  are 
playing  against  good  sides,  and  the  FA  Women’s 
Premier  League  is  really  a  league  of  two  leagues. 
You've  got  clubs  of  the  calibre  of  Charlton 
Athletic,  Cardiff  City  and  Tottenham  Hotspur  who 
are  throwing  a  lot  of  money  into  their  teams,  and 
that  makes  it  difficult  to  compete.  Our  main  aim 
this  season  was  to  stay  up  and  to  win  this  cup.” 

In  order  to  lift  the  silverware  for  the  third  time 
in  the  past  four  seasons,  C  &  K  will  need  to 
overcome  a  Writtle  side  at  the  top  of  their  own 
league.  Tilson  knows  that  it  will  be  a  hard-fought 
encounter,  especially  as  his  team  required  extra 
time  to  defeat  Colchester  Town  in  the  semi-finals. 
He  argues  it  is  a  sign  of  rude  health  in  the  game. 

“We  know  it'll  be  a  tough  game.  They've  not  lost 
a  league  game  and  they've  done  well.  Within  their 
camp  confidence  will  be  high,  so  it’s  my  job  to 


make  sure  that  our  girls  are  switched  on.  We 
haven’t  seen  them  play,  but  without  a  doubt  it’ll 
be  a  tough  game.  Our  attitude  has  to  be  right.”. 

“The  Colchester  Town  match  was  a  really  tough 
game  in  blustery  conditions,  but  that’s  the  same 
for  both  sides  and,  if  you’re  not  on  your  game, 
you’ll  get  punished.  Writtle  beat  Brentwood  Town 
in  the  semi-finals,  so  we  know  for  sure  that  it’ll  be 
in  a  tough  game  and  hopefully  it’ll  be  a  spectacle.” 

“I  think  women’s  football  in  Essex  will  keep  on 
improving.  Hopefully  there’ll  be  more  Academies; 
weJd  like  to  set  one  up  here.  I  think  we’ve  set  an 
example  of  where  you  can  get  to;  a  few  years  ago 
this  club  was  at  the  same  level  as  Writtle.  I’d  like 
to  think  that  other  clubs  would  see  what  we’ve 
done  and  follow  our  example,”  he  concludes.

C  a  K  Basildon  secured  their  second  BBC 
Essex  Women’s  Cup  Final  triumph  inside 
three  seasons  with  a  dominant  display 

against  Billericay  Town. 

Basildon  boss  John  Hinz  was  delighted,  admitting 
afterwards:  “I’m  happy.  It  was  a  little  bit 
one-sided,  and  I’m  surprised  by  the  scoreline.” 

“I  thought  it  was  a  good  performance  from  us, 
but  Billericay  played  their  part  for  a  period  of 
time.  I’m  happy  for  the  girls  and  the  club,  it  was  a 
good  all-round  performance.” 

17-year-old  Will  netted  in  just  the  third  minute 
of  the  match  to  give  her  side  the  lead  after 
controlling  an  Eagles  pass.  She  pressed  forwards  to 
25  yards  out  and  then  drove  the  ball  in  off  the 
left-hand  upright  to  give  C  Et  K  the  perfect  start. 

However,  C  £t  K  were  pegged  back  just  five 
minutes  later  when  goalkeeper  Mel  Kinsella  raced 
off  her  goal  line  and  was  adjudged  to  have  brought 
down  Paris  Smith.  Piggott  dispatched  the  penalty. 

A  frenetic  start  continued  as  Basildon  went 
ahead  again  within  60  seconds.  Experienced 
forward  Sinclair  was  the  goalscorer,  finding  the 
bottom  right-hand  corner  from  30  yards. 

Just  after  the  half-hour  mark,  Basildon  extended 
their  advantage  when  Lacey  rose  highest  to  head 
home  Nash’s  pinpoint  corner  kick  for  3-1. 

Billericay  required  a  strong  start  to  the  second 


half  in  order  to  get  back  into  the  game,  but, 
instead,  Basildon  moved  into  a  three-goal  lead 
within  a  minute  of  the  kick-off.  This  time  Will  was 
the  provider,  squaring  the  ball  to  Eagles,  who  had 
the  simple  job  of  tapping  into  an  empty  net  from 
close  range. 

It  was  a  decisive  move  from  C  &  K,  who  could’ve 
netted  again  when  defender  Hannah  Porter  looped 
a  header  over  from  Nash’s  right-wing  free  kick.  On 
58  minutes,  Basildon  did  make  it  5-1  as  substitute 
Chelsea  Hinz  was  fouled  on  tne  left-hand  apex  of 
the  penalty  area  and  Zoe  Rushen  sent  a  devilish 
free  kick  swinging  inside  the  near  post  despite 
Prior’s  touch. 

Nash  should've  scored  on  the  hour,  slicing  wide 
when  one-on-one  with  Prior,  and  Eagles  thwacked 
the  crossbar  from  Porter’s  flick-on,  but 
ex-Colchester  United  player  Nash  finally  got  on  the 
scoresheet  in  the  65th  minute  when  she  galloped 
onto  Will’s  through  ball  and  poked  her  shot 
underneath  Prior  to  extend  the  lead  to  five  goals. 

Lacey  met  an  intelligent  Rushen  free  kick,  only 
for  Vanessa  Wilson  to  head  the  ball  off  the  line, 
and  sub  Karissa  Rodney  lifted  the  ball  against  t  e 
crossbar  as  C  &  K  found  themselves  camped  in  the 
Billericay  half,  and  the  final  goal  of  the  evening 
eventually  arrived  eleven  minutes  from  the  en 
Lacey  planted  home  a  header  from  yet  another 
Nash  dead  ball  delivery  to  seal  a  7-1  success.  ^

2013/4  season  after  moving  the  team  from 
another  club.  The  team  currently  play  in 
Division  Two  of  the  Essex  County  Women’s 
League. 

Writtle  Ladies  has  won  three  consecutive  league 
titles  since  being  formed,  winning  all  of  its  league 
games  and  gaining  promotion  in  each  season  in  the 
process  so  far.  The  team  has  now  reached  two 
county  finals  and  has  also  been  finalists  in  two 
league  cup  finals. 

Writtle  has  one  of  the  best  youth  set  ups  in 
Essex,  and  many  of  its  youth  girls  represent  Essex 
at  the  younger  age  groups.  Eight  of  the  current 
first  team  squad  were  playing  for  the  club’s  under 
18s  last  season.  It  has  been  a  great  journey  so  far 
and  good  for  the  girls  to  be  part  of  Writtle  Ladies 
history. 

This  season  the  ladies  remain  unbeaten  in  the 
Division  One  East  of  the  Eastern  Region  Women’s 
League  and  have  already  won  the  league  with  two 
more  games  to  play.  The  ladies  team  are  affiliat¬ 
ed  to  Writtle  Football  Club  and  Writtle  Minors 
Girls.  The  ladies  team  have  joined  a  club  with  a 
rich  history  and  we  are  proud  to  represent  them  in 
today’s  final. 

In  1968  a  local  man,  Bob  Cooper,  saw  the  need 
for  a  youth  football  team  and  started  training  a 
Boys  Brigade  team  of  Under  13s.  This  was  the 
beginnings  of  the  Writtle  Minors  Football  Club.  The 
Club  entered  the  Chelmsford  Et  District

the  first  youth  football  club  in  Essex  to  be  awarded 
The  FA  Charter  Standard,  which  then  upgraded  its 
status  to  that  of  a  Charter  Standard  Community 
Club  in  December  of  2002. 

In  2001  the  Club  started  a  girls  section  with  a 
squad  of  seven-year  old  girls;  this  section  has 
increased  each  year  and  are  now  represented  in 
the  Essex  County  Girls  League  at  under  ten  to 
under  16  level.  Nearly  20  per  cent  of  their 
youngsters  are  now  female.  Most  recently  the  club 
have  added  the  affiliation  of  the  ladies  team  which 
now  provides  a  clear  pathway  for  our  young 
players.
